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Bookstore is invitation for backpack thieves

Most every student who has made a trip 
to the Hornet Bookstore has narrowly 
averted tripping over a bag or backpack 
piled on the floor. 

While this is a small hazard, it’s a big 
invitation for theft. 

Since spring semester began, over nine 
incidents of petty theft have occurred in the 
Bookstore and far more probably go unre- 
ported, according to campus police investi- 
gator John Hamrick. 

And the problem is not getting better. 

“This has been a worse semester than 
others,” said Bookstore manager Julia 
Milardovich. 

Since the Bookstore has a posted policy 
of no backpacks in the store, students must 
leave their bags at the entrance in unlocked 
cubicles, locked cubicles or on the floor. 


The floor seems to be the popular and 
convenient choice. But not so, if you’re a 
victim of the backpack bandit. 

According to Hamrick, the thief is likely 
the same in each incident, because the tim- 
ing is the same — late morning or early 
afternoon. 

If the backpacks contain new textbooks, 
the thief most likely returns them for the 
money, Hamrick said. 

According to Milardovich, the Book- 
store does match identification with re- 
ceipts when books are returned. If a pur- 
chase is made with cash, however, there is 
no way to prevent a thief from returning 
someone else’s textbooks — which could 
mean a loss of $300 to $400 for some 
unfortunate victim. 

“That’s a lot of money for a student,” 
Hamrick said. 

Not only do backpacks contain text- 
books, most contain a range of valuable

belongings — Walkmans, parking permits, 
cellular phones, student IDs and driver’s 
licenses. 

A financial loss may be inconvenient, 
but canceling credit cards and replacing 
IDs also take time out of one’s day. 

One woman’s backpack — containing 
her wallet, credit cards and Social Security 
number — was found in the Arden Fair 
Mall by mall security. 

The thief called her bank, used her So- 
cial Security number to find out how much 
money remained on her accounts and maxed 
out her credit cards. 

According to Hamrick, students can safe- 
guard themselves against being a victim of 
the backpack bandit. 

“This is one of the most preventable 
crimes that occurs on campus,” Hamrick 
said. “Never place a backpack on the 
floor or unsecured cubicle. Always use a

Search for top administrator continues

The search for someone to fill the vice 
president for administration position has 
not yielded a candidate, nor a primary 
nominee. 

Also remaining vacant is the position 
of associate vice president for finance. 
Furthermore, the committee responsible 
for finding a possible candidate for the 
university’s chief financial officer has re- 
mained unsuccessful for over five months. 

Ed Del Biaggio, former executive of- 
ficer of the CSUS Foundation, has been 
temporarily assuming the duties of vice 
president for administration. Meanwhile, 
the responsibilities for the associate vice 
president for finance has been filled by 
Jon Self on an interim basis. Self is also 
the director of management services.

According to university spokeswoman 
Ann Reed, the nationwide search for a vice 
president for administration was completed, 
but the results were not fruitful. 

“The position was not offered because 
there was no clear candidate. A committee, 
lead by Jennifer Ware, will meet later this 
semester to continue the search,” Reed 
said. Ware is the university’s acquisitions 
librarian. 

President Donald Gerth has requested 


Del Biaggio continue in the job of vice 
president for administration until a suitable 
candidate can replace him. 

Self said the university plans to hire a 
permanent vice president for administration 
before searching for the finance associate. 

“The plan of attack is to recruit first the 
vice president for administration and let 
them decide on the details of the search for 
the associate. After all, the new vice presi- 
dent may want to reorganize,” said Self. 

The vice president for administration is 
responsible for directing the university’s 
business affairs, which consist of financial 
services, procurement, budget and payroll 
services. 

The university’s qualifications for vice 
president for administration is a masters 
degree, substantial experience in fiscal man- 
agement, a commitment to diversity and 
demonstrated communication skills.

Dorm residents lose up to $1.10 when 
using meal credits purchased through Hous- 
ing and Residential Life at on-campus eater- 
ies other than the Dining Commons. 

Meal credits, which originally cost $1.45, 
may be used at the Dining Commons or 
exchanged for vouchers — worth as little as 
35 cents a credit — for use at other campus 
eateries, including the Dining Commons store. 

Students can use the vouchers at their 
convenience, said Mark Lewandowski, as- 
sistant director of the Dining Commons. He 
cautioned, however, that this is not the 
voucher’s best value. 

But 25 percent of all Dining Commons 
store sales are from vouchers. Dorm resi- 
dents use their meal credits or cash to buy 
food from the store.

Dorm meal vouchers: 
Not students’ best value 


One dorm resident said the Dining Com- 
mons has its good and bad points. 

“{ think the- DC Store is cool. It is very 
convenient. The prices aren’t that great 
though,” said David Connor, a dorm resident 
who works in the Dining Commons. 

In the Dining Commons Store, one meal 
credit can buy a student a candy bar. For five 
credits, students can purchase a six-pack of 
soda. Haagen-Dazs ice cream is worth six. 

During the1997-98 school year, the Din- 
ing Commons posted a profit of 3 percent, but 
the CSUS Foundation has raised meal plan 
prices by almost 5 percent since last year. 

According to Cynthia Cockrill, director 
for Residential Life, the cost of food, labor, 
planning for new projects and improved cus- 
tomer service are the main reasons for the 
increase in meal credit prices.

Student activities office 
helps new campus clubs

With 242 clubs on campus, finding a new 
niche can be difficult. 

But with assistance from the student ac- 
tivities office, students who want to create a 
new club can get the help they require. 

Clubs need recognition by the student 
activities office, located in the University 
Union, to hold on-campus fundraisers, post 
flyers, hold meetings in university facilities 
and apply for ASI Dollars for Organizations 
and Clubs. 

Onesuch organization is Samahang Pilipino, 
a group recently revitalized after a few years of 
dormancy and declining membership. 


According to Richard Florente, the club’s 
public relations officer, being able to hold meet- 
ings on campus was a big benefit to the club. 

“In the fall of 1996, some people got 
together (to reform the club). We’re slowly 
coming up,” said Florente. 

The club now has over 15 dedicated mem- 
bers, he said. Florente said that in the 1980s, 
with membership nearing 300 members, the 
club was the largest representing a minority 
group. 

To be recognized, an organization must 
have at least eight members that carry a load 
of at least 6.5 units, and a full-time faculty 
member or professional staff member as an 
adviser.

Two officers are also required. Each 
club must turn in a campus organization 
officer registration form to student activi- 
ties office at least once a year and within 
two weeks of elections. 

Florente said his club was reestablished 
with 10 members and two faculty advisers. 

Lou Camera, the university’s acting assis- 
tant vice president for student affairs, said 
about six to 12 new organizations are orga- 
nized every semester while an equal number 
disband. He said there have been no major 
clubs to do so recently. 

Some of Samahang Pilipino’s major ob- 
stacles were the number of members and money 
to operate, or the lack of it, Florente said. 

“Tt was pretty hectic,” he said. “What hurt 
the most was conflict within the club.” 

The student activities office organizes 
workshops, including the ongoing “Leader- 
ship 101” series. The series includes pro- 
grams to orient new club officers to the rules 
and regulations they will be dealing with, 
event planning, and balancing school work 
with organizational commitments. 

“We’ve got a couple members that go to 
all of them,” Florente said. “We’re more 
informed as a club.” 

Keeping aclubrunning and increasing mem- 
bership takes focus, Florente said. Members 
also must be dedicated to accomplishing the

club’s goals, even when the going gets rough. 

“You have to stick together. Just stay 
united,” he said. 

The student activities office assigns each 
recognized group a student activities adviser to 
“assist in planning programs and general orga- 
nization operations,” according to a flier ex- 
plaining the office. It is a process that takes 
about a week, Camera said. 

Camera also said the university tries to find 
out why a club is being formed, primarily to 
prevent one club from forming several different 
entities to gain a large amount of funding from 
ASI’s Dollars for Organizations and Clubs. 

Currently, campus clubs and organizations 
can apply for up to $1,500 in funds per aca- 
demic year. Two organizations, when organiz- 
ing a joint event, can apply for up to $3,000. 

Samahang Pilipino used its grant for a talent 
showcase. Club members organized the event 
last spring. Florente said the club will re-apply 
for an ASI grant for a similar event.

“When it (the price) goes up, I like to 
see that there’s a reason,” said Cockrill. 

Lewandowski said money spent on meal 
plans goes toward fixed costs, including 
rent or mortgage for the building, salaries 
for six full-time staff and 50 part-time 
staff, food and the basic utility costs such 
as electricity. 

The Dining Commons, which serves an 
average of 900 meals per day to the 783 
students living in the residence halls, is in 
the process of improving service to the 
students, Lewandowski said. 

Lewandowski pointed to the Dining 
Commons’ extension ofits weekday hours 
to include a late lunch. As of now, the 
commons’ weekend hours will stay the 
same due to the lack of students who use its 
services over the weekend. 

The Pizzeria, which offers pizza, 
calzones, icecream and freshly baked cook- 
ies, is regularly open after the Dining Com- 
mons closes for the night. 

Dining Commons improvements arose 
from a survey conducted last semester by 
Marriott Food Services, which polled stu- 
dents about what they would like to see the 
Dining Commons add or change on the 
menu. 

“The students have a big say in it,” 
said Lewandowski. “In order for people 
to come, they have to enjoy dorm life 
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Meals through the Dining Commons are the best value for students using meal credits. 


and the food.” 

Lewandowski said the addition of a carv- 
ing station at dinner, freshly grilled sand- 
wiches at lunch, a waffle bar and more veg- 
etarian selections has improved the Dining 
Commons. 

According to the CSU Residence Hall 











the 1998 Proje 
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Board, the 10-meal plan at CSUS’ Din- 
ing Commons is moderately priced at 
$1,852, when compared to similar din- 
ing commons at seven other CSU cam- 
puses. Only two universities are less 
expensive: Cal State Northridge and San 
Diego State.

Women’s team drops two after winning back-to-back

Sacramento State's women's bas- 
ketball team showed up in Missoula, 
Mont., last Thursday looking to ex- 
tend their two-game winning streak 
and upset the first-place team in the 
Big Sky Conference.

Picking up the slack, 
though, was Lindsay Ball; she came 
off the bench to lead all scorers with 
18 points and collected eight re- 
bounds. Kristin Niemann scored 11 
points, and senior Christine Brockett 
had 10 points. 

Horrible shooting doomed Sac 
State from the get-go. The Hornets 
hit only 1 of 10 three-pointers in the 
first half and 4 of 21 for the game. Sac

State was held to 37-percent shooting 
from the field and only shot 25 per- 
cent from the foul line. 

The Lady Griz had five scorers in 
double figures. Forward Krista Redpath 
registered a double-double with 10 
points and 13 rebounds, and Linda 
Weyler came off the bench to lead 
Montana in scoring with 14 points. 

All 12 Lady Griz players scored 
against Sac State, shooting a red-hot 
54 percent from the field. Montana 
also ruled under the boards, posting a 
45-36 rebounding advantage over the 
Hornets. 

On Saturday night the Hornets 
returned home to play Idaho State, 
looking to rebound from Montana 


and extend their home winning streak 
to three games. Sac State came up 
short, losing to the Bengals 71-66 in 
overtime. However, the referees 
played a pivotal role in determining 
the outcome. 

Just before the end of regulation, 
referee Doug Hamilton was involved 
in two controversial calls. Hamilton 
was out of position when he called a 
traveling violation on Lindsay Ball 
and missed and obvious blocking foul 
by Idaho State’s Shannon Copple as 
Nieman was bringing the ball up- 
court. These allowed the Bengals an 
extra possession, and gave them the 
opportunity to tie the score at 57.

Baseball waves goodbye to losing streak

MALIBU — The Sacramento 
State baseball team (2-6) ended their 
early-season victory drought with two 
wins over the Waves of Pepperdine 
University. this weekend. The Hor- 
nets posted a 6-5 victory on Friday 
and won-7-3 in the first game of a 
double-header on Sunday, but were 
blown out in the second game 11-1. 

In Friday’s game, Dustin Tubb 
survived a shaky start, scattering five 
hits and surrendering only one run 
after the first inning for the Hornets. 

Pepperdine took a quick 4-0 lead, 
but the Hornets battled back with 
three runs in each of the second and 
fourth innings. Brandon Marshall’s 
two-out RBI double in the fourth 
keyed the rally that put the Hornets 
ahead. 


Tubb, staked to the two-run lead, 
took over from there, shutting down 
the Pepperdine offense. The junior 
pitcher closed out the win by striking 
out the side in the ninth. 

Brian Gilman knocked in a pair of 
runs, Shawn McGuire added one RBI 
and Josh Payne and Marshall had a pair 
of hits to pace the Hornets’ offense. 

In the first game of the double- 
header on Sunday, both Gilman and 
Payne scored on solo home runs. 
Marshall, Jason Bolton each recorded 
doubles and knocked in arun. Hornet 
pitcher Jeremy Pierce allowed only 
two runs in seven innings before Ben 
Rousey came in to close it out. 

The second game of the double- 
header was a different story. 

The Waves jumped out to a 4-0 
lead in the second inning and added 


two more in the sixth. 

The Hornets went deep into the 
bullpen with three pitching changes, 
but the Waves kept picking away at 
them with singles and doubles. 

Pepperdine held the Hornets score- 
less for most of the game because of 
the strong pitching from starting 
pitcher, Steve Schenewerk. 
Schenewerk gave up zero runs and 
only three hits in seven innings. 

Sac State did not get on the 
scoreboard until Schenewerk was re- 
lieved in the ninth inning, but by then 
it was too late. Pepperdine put the 
game away with five runs in the 
eighth. 

The Hornets return home to face 
Chico State later today at 2 p.m, and 
will travel to San Jose State Friday 
and Saturday for a pair of games.

There is a new definition of ugly 
in the dictionary: Sacramento State’s 
basketball game against the Univer- 
sity of Montana on Feb. 12. 

Thursday night at Memorial Au- 
ditorium the two teams held a joint 
clinic showing how not to play enter- 
taining basketball, with the Grizzlies 
from Missoula, Mont., stinking alittle 
bit less and winning 61-51. 

In a game that featured 23 percent 
shooting for Sac State in the second 
half, and 32 percent overall, fouls 
were given out like cups of Gatorade. 
Both teams combined for 37 total. 
Three-point shots were banked in, 
and at times the court resembled a 
playground. 

The game got so bad in the second 
half that the Hornets went 11:27 with- 
out scoring a single field goal, which 
allowed Montana to grab control of a 
previously close contest. 

“We did not execute against their 
matchup zone and that is why we 
lost,” said Sac State head coach Tom 
Abatemarco. “It’s very simple; we 
didn’t have a good week of practice, 
and we didn’t do what we were sup- 
posed to do. We played hard, but just 
because you play hard doesn’t mean 
you are going to win.” 

Early on the Hornets appeared as if 
they would dominate the Grizzlies, who 
were shorthanded, missing guard Eric 
Bowie and leading scorer Ryan Dick. 

David Drakeford’s three-point 


bank off the glass gave Sac State a 
24-20 lead, which the Hornets pushed 
to 27-20 on Jason Wright’s free throw 
with 3:38 left in the first half. Mon- 
tana cut the lead to 29-26 at the the 
break, but the Hornets were in the 
game and looked poised to win for 
only the second time all year.

Still too many questions about tech deal

Strong opposition from Califor- 
nia State University faculty union 
members, state legislators and stu- 
dent groups has successfully pushed 
back the agreement for the California 
Education Technology Initiative from 
Jan. 26 to May, after Charles Reed, 
CSU’s new chancellor, takes office. 
It will be his baby. 

CSU officials originally planned 
— as late as last December — to 
approve this CETI marriage, a widely 
criticized, largely Secretive agree- 
ment. An agreement that would part- 
ner their university with the four high- 
tech companies in a $365 million 
deal to upgrade CSU’s technology. 

This marriage is the first of its 
kind — and the largest — in United 
States history between a public uni- 
versity system and four private cor- 
porations. 

It’s about time. But CSU’s 
350,000 students, need more an- 
swers from.Thomas West, a CSU 
vice chancellor and a lead person 
on the CETI team. 

We demand answers to these ques- 
tions, even though CETI will prob- 
ably go through anyway: 

*Officials had no answer for why 
CETI would give CSU only: a 25 


percent share, and only 13 seats on its 
board of directors. At one time, CSU 
had a 51 percent share. How is this 
good for academic freedom? 

eThey also could not explain why 
CETI will be the only one selling its 
products through CSU to students, 
and the only one contracted to sell 
its products for CSU use. CSU offi- 
cials screened out other high-tech 
companies to join the partnership, 
such as Apple. An Apple represen- 
tative at this month’s legislative 
hearing called the delay a “stay of 
execution.” 

Chico State students worried that 
Netscape, already losing money to 
the Microsoft monopoly, would be 
prevented from installing its Web 
browsers on campus. Microsoft is 
under investigation by the Justice 
Department for antitrust violations. 

Thirdly, we asked what will hap- 
pen to faculty members who are used 
to train corporate employees, and 
those teachers who will work on 
projects for CETI, only to have their 
rights to them ignored. 

eNext, legislators charge that 
CETI will make CSU a for-profit 
company, which would then be in- 
eligible for any state funding. Also, 
it would get CSU in some sticky tax 
messes. Senior Vice Chancellor 
Richard West said it’s legally per- 


missible, but how? 

Lastly, this deal involves bonds 
in the millions of dollars. The Hornet 
asked West and CSU’s project ana- 
lyst, Sharleen Kim, what will happen 
if the companies leave the scene with 
CSU holding the bag. West has said 
CSU will not have to pay for the 
bonds, but faculty members have said 
that’s not a solid guarantee. 

CSU faculty members’ e-mail con- 
versations have been filled with an- 
ger: “Are we prostituting ourselves?” 
one asked. “This may be the monster 
under the bed,’’said another. Associ- 
ated Students groups, including one 
at San Diego State, also oppose the 
“largely unexplained deal.” 

The California State Students As- 
sociation, the California Student 
Employees Association and even the 
chair of the state Assembly Higher 
Education Policy Committee, Ted 
Lempert, think CET] is fishy. 

Although six academic and fac- 
ulty senate groups from CSU cam- 
puses throughout California passed 
resolutions expressing “no confi- 
dence” in the agreement, Reed’s pre- 
decessor, Barry Munitz, could have 
signed it anyway. 

This would be in opposition to the 
hundreds of people who hate the idea 
of CETI. Why go against so many 
people, Mr. West?
